Detailed Action 

In response to the Final Office Action dated 07/30/2008 applicants' filed an 
amendment received on 07/30/08 is acknowledged. Said amendment amended claim 
72. Claims 2, 48, 61-66 and 72 are pending and are under consideration for 
examination in the instant Office Action. 

Applicants' amendments and arguments filed on 07/30/08 have been fully 
considered and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections previously 
applied. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office action are 
hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 48, 61-66 and 72 are allowed. 

Previous rejection of claims 2, 48, 61-66 and 72 under 112, first paragraph for 
enablement and written description is being with drawn in view of amendment to claim 
72. Applicants have support for the amendments in Table 2, page 19 and furthermore 
applicants have demonstrated that specific variants of SEQ ID NO: 16 isolated from 
Trichoderma reesei having xylanase activity has increased thermostability and 
alkalophilicity (Figures 3-1 1 of specification). 

All elected claims, are limited to specific variants of SEQ ID NO: 16 isolated from 
Trichoderma reesei having xylanase activity has increased thermostability and 
alkalophilicity. Following a diligent search it was determined that the specific variants of 
SEQ ID NO: 16 as claimed in the instant invention is free of prior art i.e., specific amino 
acid residue positions and specific modification and is non-obvious. The closest prior art 
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is U. S. Patent No.: 5,759,840 that discloses individual mutants at amino acid residues 
10, 27 and 29 to SEQ ID NO: 16. The utility of said modified Trichoderma reesei having 
xylanase activity that has increased thermostability and alkalophilicity is credible based 
on the experimental evidence (see Figures 3-1 1 of specification). Said specific variants 
of SEQ ID NO: 16 have real world utility, said polypeptides can be useful in variety of 
industrial applications, for example, variant xylanases allow a reduction in the amount of 
xylanase required in number of applications such as paper and pulp production.
